‘Trial by ordeal, established through the 
superstition of our Saxon aticestors, who, 
putting out of . possibility the testimony of 

. false witnesses, preferred leaving it to the 
accused to justify himself by ordeal, lingered 
.on'in one of its forms through ages of scop- 
_ ticism till the early years of the present con- 
tury. When thetenant in a writ of right
